THE only surviving daughter of the 
late Noah Webster says she saw her 
father work twenty-one years on his 
dictionary, and that she never knew 
him to have any assistance whatever in 
preparing it for pxiblication. After he 
had worked two years he destroyed all 
he had written and began the work 
over again. 


THE standing armies of Europe con- 
sist of 12,500,000 men. Their cost is 
over £160,000,000. 
The national debts 
of Europe have mostly been caused by 
war; the interest on these is conse- 
quently a war oxpense, and it amonnts 
to .1203,Odd,000 per annum. 
These 
soldiers wouid, if they were employed 
at any useful work, earn at least X10c>,- 
000,000. 
So that Christian Europe is 
spending every year the monstrous sum 
of £471,000,000 of money in keeping— 
in time of peace--12,500,000 soldiers 
in idleness. 


A CERTAIN old lady in the rural dis- 
tricts of New York has a "test" that she 
applies to the young men who solicit 
the honor of paying addresses to her 
granddaughters. 
She watches them 
as they eat cake. If they partake 
heartily, she favors their suit, but if 
they do not she at once sets about dis- 
couraging their advances. 
She argues 
that the young man who loves ginger- 
bread cannot have a fondness for 
whisky. 
Liraburger cheeso is another 
test. 
The young fellow who resorts to 
that appetizer to take the wire edge off 
his breath may be safely set down as too 
far gone to be saved. 


THEY drink beer in a curious manner 
in Spain. 
A correspondent to the Han- 
over Courier relates how his guide, a 
Frenchman, by name of Laboisse, pro- 
posed to visit a brewery, operated by a 
firm with a German name. 
It was notar 
ble for its cool accommodations. 
The 
weather was very warm, and a cool spot 
as well as a cool fatherland's draught 
was not to be despised. 
As they en- 
tered they were confronted by some 
Andalusian peasants in their picturesque 
costume. 
They had evidently come in 
to the celebration of some patron saint's 
festival, and wished to gratify their 
curiosity with regard to the new strange 
drink styled "cerveza." Two bottles 
insecurely corked were brought, a large 
and a small one, also a soup dish, into 
which Laboisse poured the contents of 
the larger, which had a beer-like color. 
The contents of the smaller bottle fol- 
lowed, the fluid being of a pale, lemonade 
color. Laboisse stirred up the mLsture 
before him with as much solicitude as 
though concocting a pineapple punch. 
This was the custom of the country. 
The beverage, which savored more of 
flat lemonade than of beer, was then 
drunk cut of small glasses. 


THE incandescent lights now being 
used as safety lamps in English coal 
mines have the great defect of giving 
no sign of the presence of a fire-damp, 
as the old Davy lamp does, because the 
light is produced in a vacuum. 
Two 
English scientists, Messrs. "Walter Em- 
mott and William Ackroyd,' have been 
Bxperimenting on an electric lamp in- 
tended to overcome this difficulty, and 
at a recent meeting of the Physical So- 
ciety, London, read a paper detailing 
the results of these experiments, and 
describing the apparatus they had de- 
signed to detect the presence of fire- 
damp, 
It consists of two incandescent 
lamps, one with colorless and the other 
with red glass, and the circuit is so ar- 
ranged that in an ordinary atmosphere 
the eolorness lamp alone shines, but in 
fire damp this goes out and the red one 
is illuminated. 
This is effected in a 
simple manner by the motion of a mer- 
cury contact occupying the lower part 
of a curbed tube, one end of which is 
open and the other connected with a 
porous pot of unglazed porcelain, the 
motion of the mercury being due to 
the increased pressure in the porous 
pot occasioned by difl^usion. 


Fox's island is situated in a peculiar 
way, Ixdnp: }>iirtly in Maryland and 
partly in Virginia, yet is amenable to 
the laws of noitlier State. 
There is 
only one house on the island, which is 
owned by John B. Blizzard, and occu- 
pied by him as a dwelling and a 
saloon. 
The island is not M-ithin the 
lines of any county of either State, and 
it is held that in the absence of an 
authority to grant license, there can, 
of course, be no authority to prohi^^it 
him from selling without license, and 
not being within the jurisdiction of any 
county, he is not subject to the existing 
local option laws of the bordering 
counties. 
His bar-room, previous ¿o 
the passage of local option laws in the 
neighboring counties of Virginia, was 
located on the Virginia side of the line, 
but after their passage he has removed 
it a few feet and over the line, and now 
conducts his business in Maryland. 
The island possesses the peculiar feature 
of being partly in Maryland, yet no 
part of any county of the State, and of 
being in sight of local option ierritory 
both in Maryland and Virginia, and yet 
having no such laws of its own, and of 
occupying such a position that the li- 
cense laws of neither State can reach it.

This method of discipline may be very 
effective with 
the little 
Mackayes, 
but it is much to be feared that the 
average bad boy is not so tender- 
hearted, and that his frequent oppor- 
timities of "laying it on" to the "old 
man" would interfere with business by 
the 
retirement of 
many estimable 
citizens for repairs. 


THE statue of Oliver Perry at New- 
port, R. I., 
is thus 
described by 
"Gath:" 
"Instead of being designed 
with definite outlines, the sculptor has 
tried to give it a wavy look, something 
between the back of a magazine cover 
and clothes on a line in the wind. Perry 
has got over his left arm what I sup- 
pose to be the American flag, and he 
is pointing to it, as if to say: 
'Hoist 
it to the mast!' But the shape of the 
man is something like a bow trying to 
stand up without bending."

The Gothic, or Runic, alphabet was 
called the "Futhorc," from the first sûr 
letters,—F, u, TH, O, K, C. The third 
rune (TH), which somewhat resembles T 
and came from the Greek D, survived in 
English literature until the last century, 
and is occasionally used to-day when 
people wish to write in an old-fashioned 
style. 
And • they are apt to make a 
curious mistake in its pronunciation. 
This rune remained in Irish and Anglo- 
Saxon for the sound TH, and in England 
it was preserved longest in the word 
"THE," because that word occurs very 
often, and it was easier to write one 
letter than two. But in the course of 
time it came to be mistaken for Y; and, 
although our ancestors knew better than 
to pronounce it like v, their descend- 
ants do not, but usually give this appar- 
ent Y the sound of the real Y, making 
YE's out of all the THE'S. 
They do not 
know that this is a survival of a rune 
almost to the present generation.— 
Henry Eckford, in St. Nicholas.

experience 
of the world, and 
since he has had to 
take to 
ordinary 
newspaper writing 
his pen at times seems to be dipped in 
vitriol.

Mr. Julian

thorne has not been the loser, through his 
journalistic efforts, but «still the influence of 
time on his temper appears to tend to the de- 
velopment of vinegar rather than wine. 


The son of N a t h ^ e l Hawthorne, the great- 
est writer of fiction this country has pro- 
duced, Julian H. cannot but be penetrated 
with the feeling that he has failed to live up 
to his bine china.

he was made to say that, if he could afford it, 
he would live altogether on the other side] 
The climate suited him, the comforts and 
amenities of life wei-e better rpalized in Eng- 
land than here, and, finally, said Mr. Lowell, 
"when one gets to be older one likes to be 
within easy reach of pleasant people."

Inference was that it was not easy to be 
within reach of pleasant people in America. 
Judge how Mr. Lowell must hare felt when 
hesan' that in print. 
He, the man who, 
thirty 3 cars ago, wrote the Bigelow papers, 
breathing republicanism, freedom and the

Most Americans who reside in London 
awhile do turn snob like that.

•nith quite the air of a bloated British aristo- 
crat. 
No wonder the printed interview made 
him sick.
